contract. 

The injunction was obtained from 
Justice Lydon as part of Osmond's 
$500,000 damage suit against the ex- 
change und the cotton houses of An 
derson, Clayton & Co. and George H. 
McFadden & Bros. Osmond stated in 
his complaint that the two houses 
concentrated in New York a large 
quantity of low grade cotton, below 
the legal seven-eighth of an inch 
standard, and delivered it and _ re- 
delivered it back and forth between 
themselyes and their agents to demor- 
alize contract holders and break down 
the price struciure of the market. 

Damages Claimed. 

Tlirough these vractices, which he 
said were carried on with the knowl- 
edge of the exchange and its mana- 


gers, Osmond claimed to have suf- 
fered damages and declared that farm- 
ers, traders, merchants and mills have 
been muleted of hundreds of millions, 
and New York had been discredited as 
a cotton market. 

Osmond charged that last Septem- 
ber, when the department of agricul- 
ture estimated the cotton crop at 5,- 
000.000 bales less than the vear be- 
fore, Which sent the price above 25 
cents, the two defendant cotton houses

Officers said they intended to de- 
termine the reason for heavy bank 
deposits made by Mrs. Glab, who 
within 30 days this spring deposited 
$9,000. Captain Bean said Mrs. 
Glab was wealthy in her own right, 
having besides the Van Nuys estate, 
valued at $40,000,. bank stock, two 
automobiles and several diamonds, one. 
of which was valued at $15,000. | 

Nor were Glab’s claims to wealth 
entirely unfounded. He inherited a 
large estate from his father, a brewer 
of Dubuque, Iowa, and was said to 
have made money in Chicago liquor 
operations. He had mining ventures 
at Carson, Nev.

probable changes which would throw 
further protection about the _ ballot- 
ing and which would simplify registra- 
tion in order to make it easier for 
citizens to become registered voters. 

Proposal that the list be purged each 
year was made by, Mr. Wall, and City 
Attorney James Mayson, who also 
attended the hearing. will cooperate 
with members of the committee in 
drafting a proposal to be offered at a 
later date, which is intended to simpli- 
fy the registration and probably will 
include the precinct list propogal. 

Under the present system, the regis- 
tration is made for wards only, me 
a voter’s name appears on the lists 
of all the precincts of the ward in 
which he lives. This, it is said, would 
permit anyone so desiring to cast a 
ballot unchallenged in all the precincts 
in the ward in which he is registered. 

No evidence that this was done in 
the election was offered at the hearing, 
but the danger was pointed out. 


Lists Are Checked. 


Election managers in each of the 
precincts in each of the wards hold 
a meeting following the balloting and 
if the name of any voter is scratched 
on more than one of the precinct lists, 
the ballots are located by the number 
on the back, and all except one thrown 
out. Election managers testified that 
this was done in the primary of June 
ti, but did not indicate that any dupli- 
cations had been found. 

Initiation of the precinct registra- 
tion system would correct the possi- 
bility of duplications at the various 
precincts and also would have the 
ndded advantage of instituting an ab- 
solute secret balloting system with 
ballots bearing no numbers by which 
it could be learned how a citizen voted. 

“T shall ask that precinct registra- 
tion and institution of an absolute 
secret balloting system be provided,” 
Mr. Couch said. “That seems to me! 
to be the most needed reform in the 
city elections.”

These reports compiled here show 


that the leaf this season is not near’ 


so large as in former years, but the 
quality is believed to be much better. 
The agents say that heretofore the to- 
bacco has shown at this season of the 
year about one-third of the stalk to 
have tobacco of quality and the re- 
maining two-thirds very sorry. This 
year the condition is reversed and two- 
thirds of the leaves on each stalk 
seem to have quality and only one- 
third to be sorry.

A Connecticut man now takes the 
rostrum: 

Uncle Sam’s “draft” got me in 1917. 
I spent that winter in Camp Devens 
and every one who was there knows 
how cold it was. And still no “colds” 
or coughs, until the latter part cf the 
vear. We had to dress according to 
the orders for the day, which meant 
heavy clothes and hikes through the 
snow, causing sweating, often follow- 
el by long waits in the cold without 
proper exercise, Just how it happen- 
ed I cannot tell but I found myself 
again victim to my old trouble (bron- 
chitis in boyhood). Was treated for 
the cough for several weeks and fi- 
nally the regimental surgeon said I 
had broncho-pneumonia. I was order- 
ed to hospital, but just then news 
from home . kept me busy two 
days .. . returned to camp and found 
my platoon about to depart on a 
hike, I begged permission to go and 
hiked 17 miles with a full pack and 
rifle, stood guard two hours. that 
night, slept the rest of the night on 
the bare ground, did K. P. next morn- 
ing, and hiked back 17 miles that 
afternoon. I felt so much better that 
I refused to go on sick call and 
promptly got well. I have never been 
troubled with bronchial cough or 
searcely a ‘“‘cold” since then. 

In France my company had just 
been assigned to a new building. The 
first day we were ordered out and 
marched to a near-by field which 
was little better than a swamp. There 
we pitched our pup tents, It *,.as rain 
jing steadily and after the second 
(night the rain streamed through the 
tents in a constant downpour. Fez 
five weeks we lived thus, witaout dry 
clothing except once a week when we 
were allowed to take a bath (al- 
though why we needed a bath I 
never could see, being immersed in 
water all the time). This was during 
the “flu” epidemic and it was a re- 
markable fact that out of our com- 
pany of some 200 men, not one re- 
ported on sick call during those five 
weeks, while back in the barracks the 
ambulance made several calls a day 
and one of the boys did not come 
back. 

I hope I have not bored you with 
this personal tale, but it proves to nv 
at least that there are too many old 
fogies worrying about cold and drafts. 
Such things should be met squarely 
and without fear, and if they are, I'll 
gamble that we will have less pneu- 
monia and those other things—what 
do you call them, cri, common res- 
piratory infections,

W hen Y our Dog’s on Y our Trail 


BY FRED C. KELLY 


So far as I am aware, nobody has 
teken the trouble to improve upon a 
series of experiments made many years 
ago in England, by Romanes, a famous 
naturalist, to learn of the abilities 
of a dog to trail his master. 


Twelve men walked Indian file, 
each stepping precisely in the tracks 
of the master, who led. After about 
two hundred yards, the master turned 
to the right, followed by the next five 
men. The seventh man turned to the 
left followed by the others. These two 
parties walked in opposite directions 
and hid themselves. Then the dog, 
a female setter, was put upon the trail 
at the starting point, She went a 
few paces beyond where the trail di- 
vided but almost instantly realized her 
mistake and without hesitation followed 
the tracks to the right, which led 
to her master. 

Romanes next tested the ability of 
the dog to follow him when he had 
on new shoes, when he was barefoot, 
and also with socks on but not shoes. 
She followed the tracks of his bare 
feet, but much less eagerly than when 
he had shoes on, and was much less 
rapid because of her greater urcertain- 
ty. When he made tracks with cot- 
ton socks, she followed them lazily and 
then gave it up. She could follow 
his tracks in woolen socks the same 
as when he was barefoot. When led 
along the route he had taken with 
new shoes on, she showed no interest 
at all. But she did readily follow the 
tracks made by a stranger wearing 
her master's old shoes. She refused 
to follow the tracks of this same stran- 
ger in bare feet. Another experiment 
was for the dog’s master to paste a 
layer of brown paper over the soles 


of his hunting shoes. When led along 
his tracks she paid no attention until 
she reached a place where a little of 


the paper had accidentally been 
scraped off the heel of one shoe. 

Romanes walked 300 yards with his 
old shoes on, then 300 yards in his 
stocking feet, and 300 yards barefoot. 
The dog followed him for the whole 
distance, as if the tracks had all been 
the same. He then started out in a 
carriage With a friend, got out and 
walked 50 yards, after which he step- 
ped back into the carriage and had his 
friend walk 100 yards. The dog fol- 
lowed the tracks for the whole 150 
yards, evidently never suspecting the 
change. This was taken to indicate 
that a dog depends partly on its seent 
and partly on inference. To test fur- 
her the dog’s readiness to jump at con- 
clusions, the master, bun in hand. and 
within sight of the dog, started out 
as if to go hunting. ‘Then he return- 
ed to the house and had another man 
proceed down a familiar trail. The 
dog at once knew that the tracks were 
not her master’s and wouldn't follow, 
On the other hand, when she was giv- 
en an opportunity to come unexpected- 
ly upon his tracks in the woods, she 
instantly recognized them. 

The master soaked his old shoes in 
aniseed oil—which made a scent so 
strong that even a man could follow 
him. It was expected that this would 
kill the human scent in the shoes. But 
the dog after carefully sniffing the 
first three or four tracks, trailed him 
readily. In another experiment, the 
dog suddenly left the trail of her mas- 
ter and took a short cut toward him, 
when he was to winward of her, 
though he was on the other side of a 
stone fence, with only his head higher 
than the top of the fence. The pre 
sumption was that she caught the odor 
of his hair. 

All such experiments suggest what 
a fascinating field of study is open to 
everyone who owns a dog and likes the 
outdoors.

Moreno was non- 
chalant and went to his death calmly 
smoking a cigaret, which he tossed 
away as the electrodes were being 
strapped to him. He also protested his 
inocence of the crime.

Bathing During Pregnancy. 
Mrs. B.—A good scrub, with soap 


n more important during preg- 
nancy than at other times, for the 
skin is more active than usual and re- 
quires more care. 

The water should be warm, not hot, 
nor should it be too cold. During the 
last month, a tub bath should not be 
used because of the danger of the wash 
water's possibly introducing infected 
matter. This is especially mand&tory 
to those who have had ehildren. 

As to bathing and swimming in 
ocean or fresh water, authorities dif- 
fer. Brodhead holds that it is not 
harmful, if the exercise is not unduly 
prolonged nor too energetic, and 
is followed by a good reaction.

It may be possible that 
the cod liver oil caused him to have 
the hives; it may in those who are 
susceptible to hives. 

As your little boy is constipated, 
I imagine his diet is wrong and his 
wrong diet may be the cause of his 
underweight, also.

seemingly inspired golf, 

He broke under the strain of com- 
peting with a golfer of the Gunn 
caliber, however, and his showing on 
the extra hole was extremely poor. 

He topped his drive and it rolled 
weakly about 100 yards into the 
rough to the left of the fairway. He 
hit far back of his ball with his iron 
and got a bare ten yards. Right there 
his hope of playing in the final tomor- 
row vanished, although Gunn himself 
was wobbling all over the course and 
took the hole.

Gunn put out Fred Lamprecht, of 
New Orleans, former intercollegiate 
champion, 5 and 4, and Carlton ousted 
Charles Dexter, Jr., of Dallas, south- 
ern champion 13 years ago, by the 
same score. 

Connor, shooting the wonderful golf 
that had marked his progress through 
the event, put out L. R. Robertson, 
of Dallas, the medalist, after a ding- 
dong battle that ended only on the 
home green, with the college youth 
winner one up. 

Jacoby, who came back to Dallas 
from Boston, Mass., for the southern 
amateur, had a terrific struggle with 
Charles Cawthorn, of Memphis, Tenn., 
the last of seven from the Tennessee 
city who qualified. Strangely Dallas 
qualified eight of the 82 champion- 
ship flight players and saw its hope 
of keeping the gigantic Adair cup, 
emblematic of the championship, when 
its two semi-finalists went out. 

Despite the closeness of the play 
today the scores ran comparatively 
high. Just as on every day since the 
tournament got under, ,way last Tues- 
day a terrific wind swept the course 
and played hayoe with poorly calcu- 
lated shots. It worked to a double dis- 
advantage, because at times it would 
die down just in time to let a shot 
which had been played wide with the 
expectancy that it would be swept 
through keep on the false course.

“What has Hagen got?” as Jones 


although Henry Leach. a fine golfer, 
is not to be overlooked. 


The dope favors Jones, who could 
shoot a 71 with seven missed tee 
shots. But don’t forget that Willie 
MacFarlane beat Jones in the play- 
off at Worcester three years ago and 
that George Von Elm beat Jones at 
Baltustrol in the final round of the 
amateur championship of 1926, and 
don’t overlook Hagen. Hagen can 
be sinking for the third time, appar- 
ently gone for good, and then suddenly 
pop up and out-swim Johnny Weis- 
muller. Hagen has always _ scored 
brilliantly on this course and he has 
gotton a lot of bad golf out of his 
system and yet is only 3 strokes back 
of Jones, the leader. 

The field today was cut down to 
64 players with 158 as the qualify- 
ing limit for the final day. 

One of the most remarkable rounds 
today belonged to Leo Deigel, the 
dancing dervish of golf. Leo had 72 
on Thursday. He started 4-4 today 
and then had 5-6-5 for the next three 
holes, just as he was sinking he ral- 
lied in great shape and went boom- 
ing along. until he reached the fif- 
teenth hole. Here Deigel put two 
shots out of bounds barely missing 
an out of bounds on his third, was 
buried in a bunker on his next and 
finally took a 9. Yet in spite of this 
he broke 80 to get a 79 and finish 
at 151. Deigel played 16 holes in 
63 strokes. Except for two holes he 
might be leading the field today with 
something to spare. But those two 
holes tore out the lining of his soul 
and twisted his heart out of shape. 


Varied Weather. 


There were all weather varieties to- 
day any one could ask for. The early 
afternoon was clear and cool. The 
later forenoon was thick and muggy. 
By noon it was hot enough to bake 
Then the clouds rolled in 
and the summer storm broke. Bobby 
Jones this afternoon gave a_ show. 
Here are just a few examples. At the 
par 5 first hole he hit a fine drive 
nnd then missed his second complete- 
ly, shoving it off into the rough at 
the right. He was in a bad way with 
the ball imbedded in heavy grass, 100 
yards from the green. From this le 
he pumped the next shot ,up to eight 
feet from the pin, and dropped his 
putt for a birdie four. 

At the second hole he hooked to 
heavy rough, reached the green in 
spite of this and then dropped another 
good putt for a four.. At the third 
hole he hooked his drive again to 
matted grass with a big ravine and 
ditch to carry. He took the chance, 
married the ravine by about two yards, 
laid an S80-foot approach four feet 
from the cup and got another par four. 
Jones at this point had misesd three 
shots badly where he might have been 
5-5-6, but.in place of this he was 
4-4-4. or one under par. At 
short eighth, he sliced to the sanded 
grotto, chipped out five feet from the 
pin and got his three. Bobby made 
just five bad mistakes, on the first 
nine, five mistakes that would have 
killed the ordinary golfer, and yet he 
was out in 44.

My ball was 25 feet from the hole 
and there was nothing but casual 
water between it and the hole.

From then on my fortune changed. 
I holed a birdie three at the next 
and a two at the next.

Eli Athletes Sweep Meet 
With Rivals; Varsity Men 
Win by 10 Lengths.

New Tondon, June 22.—(United 
News.) —Yale turned the sixty-sixth 
annual boat race with Harvard into 
a procession on the Thames river 
today, winning America’s oldest inter- 
collegiate sporting event by ten lengths 
in one of the most astounding upsets 
recorded since the two crews first met 
on Lake Winnipesaukee, in 1852. 

A crowd of almost 60,000 was stut - 
ned when the young, inexperienced, 
Yale crew swept across the finish line 
after four miles of steady, rythmic 
stroking in 20 minutes, 2-3-5 seconds, 
with the heavier, veteran Harvard 
crew struggling far behind. 

Harvard Favorite. 

Harvard, outweighing Yale sever 
pounds to the man and with four vet-~ 
erans of the Crimson crew which ° 
broke Yale’s string of six straight 
victories last year in the. shell, was 
favored to sweep the Yale youngsters 
off the river. Yale wouldn't keep 
pace with the big, brawny Harvard 
oarsmen—that was what they were 
saying as the two crews pulled up te 
the starter’s stake. |

NEW YORK SUN. 

New York, June 22.—(Special.)—Finding 
nothing in the day's news or its own tech 
nical situation which called for any imme- 
diate readjustment in either cirection the 
stock market ambled aimlessly through to- 
day’s session and closed the day about 
where it began. The most important news, 
from the speculative point of view, was the 
reduction of $158,000,000 in the federal re- 
serve figures on brokerage loans.

WALL STREET JOURNAL. 

Rails were fairly strong today in the dull- 
est market the stock exchange has known 
since July, last. Rising prices in the shares 
were mostly confined to issues involved in 
consolidation proposals or whose earnings 
are benefiting from favorable traffic con- 
ditions, 

Texas and Pacific furnished strong lead- 
ership, responding aggressively to the 40 per 
eent increase in its May gross.

New Orleans, June 22.—(Special.)—With 
continued bullish average of private crop 
advices and apprehension that June was 
passing without the usnal improvement in 
outlook, cotton market ruled higher during 
the past week, advancing about $3.50 per 
bale since last Friday.
